HOSPITAL ACT 


HIS HONOUR the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in Council has been pleased to order 
that it is deemed necessary and advisable 
to grant financial assistance toward the 
establishment of non-profit nursing-home 
facilities, and to recommend that aid from 
public moneys of the Province made 
available for hospital construction pur- 
poses be extended to assist in establishing 
nursing homes which are licensed under 
Part II of the Hospital Act and which are 
owned and operated by recognized non- 
profit organizations, upon the recommen- 
dation of the Minister of Health Services 
and Hospital Insurance, hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the ‘“ Minister,” with the 
following provisions :— 

1. A grant-in-aid shall not exceed 33% 
per cent of the capital cost as determined 
by the Minister. 

2. Capital cost may include such items 
as 

(a) the cost of construction or recon- 

struction; and 

(b) the cost of land; and 

(c) architect’s fees; and 

(d) sidewalks, roadways, and landscap- 

ing; and 

(e) the cost of such diagnostic and 

treatment facilities, laundry facili- 
ties, and sterilizers as are deemed 
necessary by the Minister; or 

(f) the cost of purchasing land and 

buildings suitable for nursing-home 

purposes and renovating the same, 
but shall not otherwise include the cost 
of equipment or furnishings of a nursing 
home, with the exception of bathroom 
facilities, plumbing, sinks, stoves, and 
electric lighting and heating equipment. 

3. The rates charged to patients or 
inmates of a nursing home shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Minister.

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 








Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
One or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days be- 
fore the opening of the Session:— 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 


(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the! 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of

There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.
